A_ TWINNING; 





Farlier this year, Bar Hill was visited by the 
Slovenian ambassador, with a view that Bar Hill 
should be twinned with Medvode, a commmity of about 
8,000 people on the outskirts of the capital, 
Ljubljana. 

On his recommendation, the local council of Siska - 
fran which Medvode will shortly be split — agreed, 

a decision reciprocated by Ber Hill Parish Council 
at a special meeting last month. 

The formal twinning will take place at a reception 
at Madingley Hall on Tuesday 6th December at 7.30 mm 
at which the ambassador, Mr. Stanislav Zigan, the 
Mayor of Medvode fran Ist Jamuary 1995, the local 
Member of Parliament, and two Councillors will be 
present. The reception will also be attended by 
ambassadors from at least three other Eastern 
European countries. 

It is important that Bar Hill should be well repres 
-ented. Tickets, £7°50 each, include food, wine 

and entertainment by the Great St.Mary's Girls Ghoir.

The occasion will continue on the following day, 
when the party from Slovenia will visit Bar Hill.

Hi again, 
Autum is here, damp days and nights getting 
darker and colder. 
On the plus side, tons of nuts and berries in 
the hedgerows for the birds and mamals, fungi 
in all their various shapes and colours, and 
bird visitors from abroad. 
Acorns, what a year it's been for them, with 
squirrels and jays stocking them up and helping 
to create new trees for the future when they 
can't find them all. Beech mast, rosehips, 
hawthorn berries, blackberries and sloes, what 
a menu for the wildlife for the coming winter! 
The honey bees in the oak tree are still 
buzzing about, the dragonflies at the pond are 
busy making the next generation and laying 
their eggs in the pond, the birds are still 
singing in the hedgerows and will soon be joined 
by the fieldfares and redwings fron further 
north who like our winter. The last of our 
butterflies(the Red Admiral) is still flitting 
along the bridleway getting the last of the 
nectar from the ivy flowers, which is still 
attracting the flies and bees for a little 
while yet. 
T recently went on a “walkabout" with Anne-Marie 
Hughes from Radio Cambridgeshire, who paid me 
another visit to see what is happening at the 
reserve. We started at the sweet chestnut copse 
opposite the Drift, after grubbing about in the 
leaf litter looking for fungi, and finding lots, 
we moved on to the bridleway area which goes 
through the trees. We listened to the birdsong 
and watched the wild honey bees near the oak 
tree. 
We then moved on to the pond, where we watched 
the dagonflies darting about, water boatmen 
‘rowing’ around the surface, diving beetles
